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SUBJECT: PERONIST LABOR LEADERS SEE EIRST ROUND VICTORY

1 . SUMMARY: MOST PERONIST LABOR LEADERS ARE PREDICTING FIRST 
ROUND WIN FOR THE FRENTE JUSTICIALISTA NEXT SUNDAY. LIGHT- POWER 
WORKER UNION SURVEY GIVES CAMPORA 52.1 PERCENT OF VOTE. UNIONS 
HAVE CONTRIBUTED LARGE SUMS OF MONEY TO FREJULI CAMPAIGN DESPITE 
LAWS PROHIBITING USE OF UNION FUNDS FOR POLITICAL PURPOSES.

2. LIGHT- POWER UNION HAS PUBLISHED SURVEY WHICH SHOWS FIRST 
ROUND FREJULI VICTORY. SURVEY WAS CONDUCTED BY SELECTED 
UNION STAEFERS WHO CANVASSED CROSS SECTION OE 2,000 VOTERS IN 
ROSARIO, CORDOBA, MENDOZA, AND BUENOS AIRES WITH FOLLOWING 
RESULTS: CAMPORA 52.1 PERCENT; BALBIN23.2; MANRIQUE 7.9; AND 
ALENDE 7.3. LIGHT- POWER SURVEY CONEIRMS ESTIMATES MAJORITY OE 
LABOR LEADERS WHO PREDICT FIRST ROUND VICTORY FOR CAMPORA WITH 
52 PERCENT. LABOR LEADERS NOT SHARING FIRST ROUND VICTORY PRE- 
DICTIONS GAVE CAMPORA 45 PERCENT ON FIRST, WITH SECOND ROUND WIN. 

3. LABOR LEADER OPTIMISM IS BASED ON FIRM BELIEF THAT ARGENTINA' S 
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PREDOMINATELY PERONIST WORKING CLASS WILL BOTE OVERWHELMINGLY EOR 
CAMPORA OUT OF LOYALTY TO PERON. THEY CLAIM MINIMUM OF THREE 
MILLION WORKERS PLUS THEIR EAMILIES WILL GUARANTEE CAMPORA FIVE 
MILLION VOTES AND THAT HE WILL PICK UP LARGE PORTION OF THREE 
AND HALF MILLION NEW VOTERS. 

4. COUNTERBALANCING THEIR OPTIMISM IS WIDESPREAD FRF, LING AMONG 
LABOR LEADERS THAT ONCE VOTES ARE CAST AND MILITARY SENSES 
PERONIST VICTORY AT POLLS THEY, THE MILITARY, WILL EITHER STEAL 
ELECTIONS BY IMPOUNDING BALLOT BOXES OR REFUSE TO LET CAMPORA 
ASSUME POWER. IN EITHER CASE LABOR LEADERS EEEL VIOLENCE WOULD 
ENSUE WITH WORKERS lOINING STUDENTS IN STREETS. 

5. WHILE ORGANIZED LABOR IN DEFERENCE TO GOA WARNINGS HAS 
THROUGHOUT CAMPAIGN REFRAINED FROM MOBILIZING OR ORGANIZING 
RALLIES, RELIABLE EMBASSY LABOR SOURCES INDICATE THAT UNIONS 
HAVE TO LARGE DEGREE UNDERWRITTEN FREJULI CAMPAIGN. ACCORDING 

TO THESE SOURCES, WELL HEELED METALURGICAL, CONSTRUCTION WORKERS 
AND LIGHT AND POWER UNIONS HAVE BEEN PRINCIPAL CONTRIBUTORS. 

6. COMMENT: LIGHT AND POWER POLL OBVIOUSLY BIASED DESPITE 
ATTEMPT AT IMPARTIALITY. NEVERTHELESS POLL DOES SUPPORT PRE- 
DICTIONS OF ALL LABOR LEADERS WHICH HAVE CAMPORA AS NEW PRESIDENT 
ON FIRST OR SECOND BALLOT. UNDER ORDINARY CIRCUMSTANCES PRE- 
DICTIONS BY AN INTEREST GROUP COULD BE EASILY DISMISSED. COMING 
FROM PERONIST LABOR LEADERS, HOWEVER, ALL OE THEM ADEPT AT 
GAUGING MOOD OF RANK AND FILE WORKERS AND MOST OF THEM UN- 
ENTHUSIASTIC OVER CAMPORA, FIRST ROUND VICTORY PREDICTIONS, 

DESPITE ODDS AGAINST SUCH A DEVELOPMENT, COMMAND ATTENTION. 
NEVERTHELESS, EMBASSY STANDS BY ESTIMATES CONTAINED REFTELS. 
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
